The third letter refers to the 
special in which the president claimed 
a false impression would be created, 
and the final letter is Mr. Howard's re- 
ply in which he declared he did not au- 
thorize the article, and didn’t seek to 
create any impression that the presi- 
dent was not favorable to Harris. 


‘ CONSTITUTION STORY 


BORNE OUT. 


The correspondence bears out every 
statement in my exclusive story to 


‘The Constitution that subsequently be- 


came the storm center of the cam- 
paign; particularly in connection with 
the fact that I had previously publish- 
ed a news special from Washington cit- 
ing specifically that Mr. Wilson favorei 
the election of W. J: Harris, as the suc- 
cessor of Senator Hardwick; and in the 
special in question I specifically stated 
that the president told Mr. Howard it 
was his wish he would not run. 

In the correspondence released the 
president takes no public stand for any 
candidate. It is wejl known that he 
has taken the position, not only in 
Georgia, but in other states, that he 
will not inject himself into a race as 
between loyal democrats. Ai the same 
ime it is known, and I published the 
irst article to that effect in Georgia, 
that the president is favorable to the 
candidacy of Mr. Harris, who has been 
in responsible departmental work in 
Washington for some years. 

In the special of mine, referred to, 
J made no reference whatever to any 
promise made by Mr. Howard to the 
president that he (Howard) would not 
become a candidate. I knew nothing 
of any agreement, tentative or other- 


wise, that might have existed between 


them. I had heard nothing. 
_ Isstated also that the story was not 
inspired by Mr. Howard, and that my 
information had been received from 
other sources. : 

Of course, in the president's judg- 
mfent that it “conveys a false impres- 


’ gion,” Mr. Wilson was not cognizant 


of the fact that the story followed 
closely my former dispatches on the 
Georgia senatorial situation in which 
I made it plain that his private favor- 
itism was for Harris. 

It will be noted that the statements 
of the special are not questioned, ex- 
cept as to “version,” and that the facts 
may be verified, and that there may be 
no mistaking of the records in their 
entirety, I shall append the special at 
the close of the file of correspondence 
between the president and Mr. Howard.

German Submarine Sinks 
the British Troop Ship 
Leasowe Castle in the 
Mediterranean. 


Leasowe Castle has been sunk by an 
enemy submarine, the British admiral- 
ty announced tonight One hundred 
and one persons were drowned. 

The Leasowe Castle, which was of 
9,737 tons gross, was sunk in the Medi- 
terranean on May 26. Among those 
who lost their lives were 13 military 
officers and 79 soldiers of other rank. 

The Leasowe Castle was built in 1917 
at Birkenhead and was owned by the 
Union Castle Mail Steamship Company 
of London. 

The text of the 
statement reads: 

“The transport Leasowe Castle was 
torpedoed and sunk by an enemy sub- 
marine May 26 in the Mediterranean. 

“Thirteen military officers and 79 of 
other rank, and of the ship’s company, 
the captain, two wireless operators and 
six of other ratings, are missing. It 
is presumed all were drowned.”

GEORGIA AIRMAN 
AILLED IN ENGLAND 


Lieut. Robert G. Griffith, 
Recent University Gradu- 
ate, Meets Death in Acci- 
dent While in Training. 


British admiralty 


Athens, Ga., May 29.—(Special. )— 
Arthur E. Griffith, secretary of the 
Southern Mutual Insurance company, 
one of Athens’ most prominent citizens, 
received a letter today for the first 
time advising him of the death of his 
son, Robert G., by accident, while on 
duty with the British patrol aero 
squadron on May 9. 

The news came to Athens as a shock, 
and hundreds of hearts were stricken 
by the news of the death of this splen- 
did boy. He was a student at the uni- 
versity till last June, enlisting before 
his majority in aviation work, and go- 
ing to England for final training three 
months ago. A month ago the father 
had a letter from him, in which he in- 
timated that, with his commission, he 
expected to be in France shortly. 

The letter today was from* the,Red 
Cross in Lordon, addressed to an older 
brother, Captan Walton H Griffith, 
recently of Atlanta, and now some- 
where on the sea on his way to the 
front. The communication was a note 
of condolence, stating that advice had 
doubtless been sent weeks ago of the 
death of the young airman, though no 
notice had been received till the letter 
of today. , 

The communication gave evidence of 
the unusually efficient work of Lieu- 
tenant Griffith with the British patrol, 
briefly stating that his death was in- 
stant and from accident, praised his 
qualities of courage and manliness, and 
stated that photos of his grave, covered 
with flowers, would be mailed to rela- 
tives here. 

Young Lieutenant Griffith had re- 
ceived practically every college honor. 
The position of secretary of the 
Phi Beta Kappa society was the 
crowning success of his college course.

Declared Guilty, 
Grace Lusk Flies 
AtHer Prosecutor 


Girl Who Killed Mrs. Rob- 
erts in Order to Get Lat- 
ter’s Husband Led Scream- 
ing From Court. 


Waukesha, Wis., May 29.—Grace Luck 
tonight was found guilty of second 
degree murder by the jury ‘hich tried 
her for killing Mrs. Ms | Newman 
Roberts. 

When the verdict was delivered Miss 
Lusk made an attempt to choke §pe- 
cial Prosecutor Tullar, but was over- 
‘powered by court attendants and led, 

screaming, from the court room. 
| The verdict carries with it a sentence 
of from fourteen to twenty-five years 
in the penitentiary. 

When the jury retired Miss Lusk col- 
lapsed and it took half an hour to pre- 
pare her to be brought to court to hear 
the verdict. 

“He Lied, He Lied.” 

When the verdict was announced Miss 

Lusk sprang at the throat of D. §. 


ly 60 years old, and screaming “he lied, 
he lied,” she shook him back’ and forth 
in his chair at the counse] table. Sev- 
eral men seized her and she fainted. 

Several minutes later when she had 
recovered her aged*father and one of 
the attorneys were attempting to lead 
her from the court room when she 
again turned toward Tuller and at- 
tempted to escape from the men who 
A held her.

“Maurice Tullar swore my life away!” 


until she was dragged away. 

Maurice Tullar, now in a sanitarium, 
is the district attorney and at the trial 
swore that four days after the shoot- 
ing he obtained a statement from Miss 
Lusk in whieh she said she realized 
why she had shot Mrs. Roberts, but 
could not understand why she had done 
it so “calmly and deliberately.” 

Women in Tears. 

D. 8S. Tullar was appointed special 
prosecutor at the trial by his son, who 
was unable to act because of his ill- 
ness. 

Several hundred spectators, mostly 
‘women, stood with tears streaming 
down their faces during the outbreak. 
The jurymen stood in their places with 
ashen faces as though paralyzed and 
during the second outbreak shrank 
away from Miss Lusk as she was led 
screaming past the jury box. 

Mrs. Roberts was. killed by Miss 
Lusk in the latter’s home on June 21, 
1917, after Dr. Roberts had told his 


wife of his relations with the defend- 
ant, who, at that time, was a teacher in 
the Waukesha Normal school. Follow- 
ing the shooting, Miss Lusk fired two 
|bullets into her own body, but failed 
in her attempted suicide.

| Petersburg, Va., May 29.—Officers and 
men of the Thirty-seventh (Ohio Na- 
tional Guard) division are confined to 
Camp Lee indefinitely under an order 
issued today by Major General Farns- 
worth, camp commander. The order fol- 
lowed the posting of an official bulle- 
tin at headquarters calling attention to 
the fact that men of the division when 
on leave had accosted women on the 
street and had called to others in pass- 
ing automobiles. 

“The attention of all concerned,” said 
the bulletin, “is invited to the impro- 
priety of such misconduct, Automobiles 
in movement will not be accosted, ex- 
cept by gards in exercise of their duty. 
The greatest care will be observed by 
the enliated men of this camp respecting 
courtesy to ladies in’and out of camp.” 

The bulletin was read to each organi- 
zation of the division at retreat this 
evening.

“All organizations of the Thirty- 
second division are restricted to the 
limits of.Camp Lee, commencing at rev- 
eille, May 30, 1918. 

“Officers will not leave the limits of 
Camp Lee, except by express’ order of 
their regimental or other commanding 
officers. 

“Enlisted men .will not leave the lim- 
‘its of Camp Lee, except under direct 
jorder of the ental or other com- 
‘manding officers, and with passes prop, 
erly certifying that they are on official 
business.”

Officials describing the capture of the 
daring “dope merchants” here refused 
to give the names of those who are 
impticated, but it Is intimated that civ- 
ilians in several cities are deeply ih- 
volved, and are either actually within 
the toils of the law or under the sur- 
veillance of its agents. 


—“ Baffling Search. 


It has been known for many months 
that a slick system of “dope peddling” 
has been going on among the men of 
this camp, and up until the close of the 
military investigation officials were 
completely baffled. Arrests were made, 
“shadowing’ was done, and all the 
tricks of government detective work 
resorted to, but those higher up re- 
mained unidentified, and it was these 
that the officials were after. 

The wholesale traffic of morphine, 
cocaine and many other narcotic drugs 
was particularly prevalent in the base 
hospital, and officials of this institu- 
tion did much towards bringing those 
whose operations were a constant men- 
ace to the lives of Uncle Sam’s soldiers 
to a summary justice. 

Men who were known to be addicted 
to the drugs at the hospital were iso- 


lated there by the order of medical of- | 


ficials, their heads were even shaved 
to allow no place for the secretion of 
the drugs, and every precaution was 
taken to keep them without the stim- 
ulants. 

Many Arrests Made. 

A short time ago officials at the 
camp secured certain clues that they 
knew would lead to the identification 
of all comcerned in the drug system. 
No time was lost, and proof was turned 
over to the department of justice that 
led to many arrests in a half dozen 
southern and northern cities. 

“The chase was one of the most 
fascinating and intensely interesing I 
have ever known of,” stated one of the 
men engaged in eradicating the drug 
evil at the camp. “It is another con- 
vincing proof of the fact that you can’t 
get by Uncle Sam, especially when you 
threaten the health and safety of his 
soldiers.” | 


GERMANS BOMB

Overpowering German Forces. 


Almost simultaneously overpowering 
enemy forces made their way to the 
top of the Chemin des Dames ridge and 
also to the western end of the road 
in the neighborhood of Chavignon and 
Malmaison, and the troops holding these 
points were obliged,to recede. 

The allied movement to the rear was 
executed with the greatest precision, 
there was no disorder and all the units 
kept in constant liaison. 

Farther east other British divisions, 
amalgamated with French colonial 


sticking to their positions, although 
they have been‘ compelled to re-ar- 
range part of their front in order to 
keep alignment with their retiring 
comrades. 

In the direction of Soissons a read- 
justment of the front line also became 
necessary, in consequence of the falling 
back of the center where the Germans 
were pushing hardest. 

The fighting has been continued for 
two days through a country composed 
lof a series of chalky clateaux, with 
winding valleys, where slopes are half 
clothed with trees, and containing many 
caverns. Along the top of one of the 
principal ridges runs the famous Chem- 
in des Dames, from which valleys 
spread angularly towards the Aisne. The 
‘allied possession of this ridge compro- 
| mised the security of the German south- 
ern flank. 

Torrent of Germans. 

The enemy’s torrent of divisions, roll- 
ing forward, found only the thinnest 
line of allied troops facing the advance. 
These fell back before the irresistible 
pressure, retiring but struggling val- 
iantly. The torrent as it moved for- 
ward became even stronger, for the 
Germans added new forces to it. Even 
the Aisne did not stay its rush. 

The Germans followed the allies 
across the river and at the same time 
epread along the sides, the allies hav- 
ing decided that it was useless to sac- 
rifice men in efforts to hold these po- 
sitions with too few defenders.

COTTON MILL OUTPUT 
CURTALED BY BRITAIN 


Action Will Vitally Affect the 


American Cotton In- 
dustry. 


Washington, May 29.—Important re- 
strictions on the operation of cotton 
mills, which will vitally affect the 
American cotton industry, have been 
imposed by the British cotton control 
board, according to consular dispatches 


today. 

Spinning mills will be licensed when 
engaged on American cotton up to 50 
per cent of total spindles forty hours 
a week. 

The announcement follows: 

“From June 10 no spindles for looms 
in cotton mills shall run without li- 
cense feom cotton control board. Spin- 
ning mills will be licensed when en- 
gaged entirely on Egyptian, Sea Island 
or Surat cotton, and waste up to 80 
per cent of total spindles 55% hours 
per week; when engaged on American 
cotton and on other growths up to 50 
per cent of total spindles, 40 hours per 
week. 

“Mixed mills will run 40 hours per

“The third day, out we ran into a 
hurricane and today is the first gay 
that we have had anything like fair 
weather. I have never seen as many 
seasick men in all my life, and there 
is many a man on board who has 
sworn to make the kaiser pay dearly 
forthis trip across the wild, wild waves, 
and ‘believe me when I say this old 
ship has surely been rocked in the 
cradie of the deep. The name of this 
ship in Indian dialect is ‘Good Luck, 
and she surely has lived up to her 
name, for every time she puts her nose 
down into the waves and they break 
furiously over the decks she comes up 
smiling, and I think that typifies the 
spirit of the American soldier as I 
have seen them, for on this ship things 
are necessarily very crowded and there 
aremany things that the men have to 
do that are far from being pleasant, 
but all the men seem quite happy and 
ready to take whatever comes their 
way without a grumble or a growl. I 
have only missed being up one day, 
and that was last Tuesday. I wasn’t 
really sea-sick, only had indigestion, 
but I had a hard time making the 
boys at my table believe my story the 
pens day when I appeared at break- 
ast. 


No Glimpse of Frits. 


“My bunk is below decks and right 
near to the kitchen, and as they cook 
garlic and cabbage all day long (at 
least it seems that way to me) our 
cabin is habitable only at night. Bill 
and John bunk with me and we all 
supper together. All the ship’s gar- 
bage is burned right across the alley 
from our cabin and of course the odor 
from this is not the most pleasing 
scent in the word.

“We expect to land some time Suring 


the early part of next week, and lan 
will surely be a welcome sight to us 
all. Some of the precautions that are 
taken on board ship against the subs 
are: No lights after dark, no smoking 
on decks after dark, nothing that will 
float is thrown overboard, while in the 
zone life belts are always worn and 
this applies also to our side arms; we 
have to be fully clothed both night and 
day and ready for anything that may 
come up. If you have not tried eating 
with a life preserver on you have 
something yet in store for you.”

The dispatch follows: 

“In the Cantigny salient we have 
consolidated our positiogs in spite of 
heavy artillery and machine gun fire. 


Renewed counter attacks broke down 
under our fire. 

‘In Lorraine we repulsed three raids 
during the night, taking several pris- 
oners and killing a number of the en- 
emy. There and in the Woevre the 
artillery of both sides has been con- 
tinuously active. 

“Tt is established that on May 27 our 
aviators ‘shot down two hostile ma- 
chines instead of one as reported.” 


AMERICANS CHECK. 
COUNTER ATTACKS. 


With the American Forces on the 
French Front, May 29.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Three counter attacks 
made by the Germans to retake the ter- 
rain which they had lost in Picardy on 
Monday completely broke down in the 
face of the American artillery fire and 
the heroism of our infantrymen. All 
the ground won by the Americans on 
Monday remains in their possession. 


GERMAN LOSSES 
REPORTED HEAVY. 


London, May 29.—German troops 
who counter attacked last night 
against e Americans who captured

AMERICANS JOKED 
AS THEY CHARGED

With the American Army in France,

200 yards east of Cantigny, as a rg- 
sult of the successful attack Tuesday. 
‘The nearest German trench is several 
hundred yards east of where the 
Americans have.dug in. The Germans, 
it has been found, had many outposts 
and machine gun emplacements in 
Oar oid German lines formed an 
angle which has now been straighten- 
ed. The Americans have obtained

The Americans fought as though the 
were veterans and there was no hesi- 
tation when the officers sprang for- 
ward and shouted: 

“Come on, boys.” 

Several officers, the 
scene, agreed that the outstanding 
feature in their minds was the won- 
derful morale of the men and their 
absolute confidence in themselves. The 
Germans poured machine gun bullets 
all around the Americans as they were 
digging in, but no attention was paid 
to them as jokes and quips were hand- 
ed back and forth. 

Wounded Men Cheerful. 

The demeanor of the men wounded in 
action was similarly cheerful when the 
correspondent visited the field hos- 
pitals this afternoon. He saw stretch- 
ed out on their cots a number of these 
Americans, for the most part only 
slightly wounded, who acted like 
school boys returned from a great day 
of sport, smoking cigarettes, eagerly 
relating their personal experiences 
and laughingly loudly at the humor- 
ous incidents. 

Lieutenant George E. Butler, former- 
ly an attorney in Indianapolis, who was 
slightly wounded in the leg, said that 
going over the top was like a ma- 
neuver in the training camp back 
home. The men were eager for it, 
he said, and some of them remained 
up in the trenches all night talking 
about the approaching adventure with 
cheerful anticipation. . 

‘"When we reached Cantigny,” he 
added, “it was only-a pile of bricks 
and stones. Our artillery had leveled 
the town... The German machine gun 
bullets were buzzing about like bumble 
bees, but our fellows did not pay any 
more attention to them than if they 
had been confetti. 

“It was the finest example of team 
work I ever saw. There was not a 
hitch anywhere. The men cracked 
jokes and sang, but they were busi- 
ness-like in their work.” 

Lieutenant . Albert E. Billings, of 
Brooklyn, 
wounded, was placed on a cot adjoin- 
ing that of Lieutenant Butler. As 
soon as their eyes met they clasped 
hands and .greeted each other like 
long lost brothers. 

‘Tt was a great show, wasn’t it?’ 
Billings said. “Gee, I wish the folks 
at homé could have seen it. I wouldn’t 
have missed it for the world.”

Pe he country Is so difficult that Gen- 
eral Foch’s reserves should have time 
to intervene before the strategic sit- 
uation is altered serioualy to the detri- 
ment of the allies. The Germans, how- 
ever, probably have done rather better 
than they ,expected, although their 
achievement thus far does not go much 
beyond undoing the effects of last 
year’s French victories.” 

‘If the German successes had been 
won two months ago,” says The Daily 
Graphic, “they would have created a 
widespread feeling of alarm. kpe- 
rience, however, has shown that initia] 
successes frequently are followed by 
long pauses of impotence. Consequent- 
ly, we are able, without making light 
of the new German advance to regard 
it calmly.” .

Commissioner Stanley Is Back 

From Washington-—Says La-

SE 

H. M. Stanley, state commissioner of 
commerce and labor, and Georgia direc- 
tor of the federal employment service, 
returned from Washington yesterday. 

The demand of the various govern- 
ment plants for labor has been mak- 
ing a heavy demand upon his office and 
the situation regarding labor generally 
is regarded as most sepious. 

One of the troubles is the lack of 
uniformity of wages, thus one govern- 
ment plant recruiting labor from an- 
other at a slightly advanced scale, 


thus not only demoralizing the labor 
market, but disturbing the morale of 
the laborers. 

As a result of this practice, and the 
consequences, a movement will be be- 
gun at once to have the government 
establish and enforce even among its 
contractors a uniform scale of wages, 
thereby preventing the recruiting from 
one industry to another.

The War Savings Campaign. 


By Theodore Reosevelt. 
(In The Kanfisas City Star.) 

Of course the primary factor in deciding 
this war is and will be the army. But there 
can be no gréat army in war today unless 
@ great nation stands back of it. The most 
important of all our needs is immensely to 
strengthen the fighting line at the front. 
But it cannot be permeafierntly strengthened 
unless the whole nation is organized back 


‘of the front. We need increased production 


by all. We need thrift and the avoidance of 
éxtravagance and of waste of money upon 
nonessentials by all. We need the invest- 
ment of our money in government securities 
by all of us. 

The government, through the war savy- 
ings campaign, offers the opportunity to 
every individual in thé nation to join in a 
great national movement to secure these 
ends. The treasury department proposes ag 
a means to achieve these ends that all our 
people form thefiiselves into thrift clubs or 
war saéVings societies. This is the people’s 
war. The responsibility for the government 
rests on the people as a,whole. The army is 
the peopie’s army. It can be supported only 
if the people invest in the securities of the 
government. And this investment by the 
people should be as nearly universal as pos- 
sible. All the men and the women and haif 
the children of the land should be active 
members of Uncle Sam’s team. The war sav- 
ings campaign offers them the chance to be 
active members. This campaign means the 
encouragement of thrift and production. But 
it Means much more than this. It also means 
to make our people realize their solidarity 
and mutual interdependence and to make 
them understand that the government is 
really theirs. Therefore it is a movement for 
genuine Americanization of all our people. 
It is a’ movement to fuse all our different 
race stocks into one great unified national- 
ity. It is emphatically a movement for na- 
tionalism and patriotism. 

Between thirty and forty millions of our 
people today own Liberty Bonds or War 
Savings Stamps. All of us who come in this 
Class have anh increased sense of loyalty and 
responsibility to the government. The treas- 
ury department has offered through the war 
savings plan a great opportunity for the en- 
tire nation to group itself into war savings 
societies or thrift clubs and thus be of im- 
mediate and direct sefvice to the govern- 
ment. Neither through government program 
and-traditions nor throtgh the habits of the 
people were wé in any way prepared for this 
struggle. We were a spendthrift nation. One 
ef the foads to national unity and national 
force in this war is through thrift. Using 
the wofd to include both incfeased produc- 
tion in évery field and also the conservation 
of those things which are so desperately 
needed for the winning of the war. The con- 
scientious, thrifty man today will conserve 
food as requested by the food administra- 
tion. He will conserve fuel as requested by 
the fuel administration. And he will con- 
serve to the bést of his ability the labor 
and materials which the government heeds 
by not using his money for purchasifg any 
of the nonessentials and thereby using up 
materials and labor neéded by the govern- 
ment. He will, by purchasing government 
securities, intrust the spending of his money 
to the government in ofder to speed up the 
war and to seetire the peace of overwhelm- 
ing victory. 

Let all of us join in this movement. The 
grecess of the war savings campaign means 
an immense addition to our war strength. It 
aiso méans the first step in economic pre- 
paredness for what is to come after the war. 
We must never return to our haphazard 
spendthrift ways. Thrift should be made a 
national habit &@ part of our Social and in. 
dustrial readjustment

Berlin. The German man shovels the coal 

into the baskets, but old women are the hod- 

carriers. Many a traveler has commented 

upon the German women harnessed with a 

dog and pulling now a milk cart, now a 

vegetable wagon. On one occasion in a Ger- 

man field I saw a young German woman and 

a@ cow pulling a cart into which the husband 

was pitching the sheaves of wheat that were 
to be pulled to the barn. 

The women of the allied countries have 
journeyed far away from the position ac- 
corded women in Germany, just as they have 
left behind the ox cart and come to the 
palace car. Nothing illustrates this better 
than a tragedy in a chateau. Across the 
German frontier eastward the German in- 
vaders seized a chateau in Poland. The 
kaiser’s birthday was to be celebrated that 


night. The German general and war staff 


ordered the countess to withdraw from the 
building, taking to the servants’ rooms above 
the kitchens .in a wing of the chateau her 
children and governess and also one aged 
servant. The officer in charge ordered the 
Polish servants to prepare every form of 
meat, roast pork, beef, fowl, with wines car- 
ried up in basketfuls. Every American who 
has been in a German hotel on a holiday 
night will understand the songs, shouts, con- 
fusion and pandemonium involved as the 
revelers went toward drunkenness. 

About 9 o’clock that night a German sol- 
dier knocked at the door of the countess. He 
said the general wished to see the young 
governess. It was an awful moment. Obedi- 
ence meant peril; refusal meant every possi- 
ble punishment for all. But the soldier de- 
cided. He drew his revolver and drove the 
girl of 19 down the stairs. Four hours passed 
by. From time to time through the open 
window the countess heard, now and then, 
sharp cries, and now and then low moans. 
At last the three children cried themselves 
to sleep, but the countess, on her knees in 
the open window, prayed and sobbed and 
waited, ready like an eagle to guard her 
little ones when the soldiers came for them. 
Every moment she expected the soldiers that 
would drag her forth. Finally the moans be- 
low ceased. Not until daybreak did the Ger- 
man officers, now drunk, become quiet. 
Finally the old butler, who had been with 
the countess for many years, knocked softly 
at her door and asked for help. 

The aged servant told this stofy: That 
the German general was at the head of the 
gteat table; that he insisted upon carving 
the roast himself; that when the ‘ soldier 
drove the young governess in he drew the 
girl toward himself; that the officers 
wrought upon that child every conceivable 
anguish; that finally, stripped, she crawled 
under the table; that about 1 o’clock in the 
morning the general with the end of his 
carving knife knocked the top from a bottle 
of champagne; that the jagged glass rolled 
under the table where the girl was lying. 
Recognizing her chance, the child seized the 
glass, cut the jugular vein, and soon bled 
to death. 

The next morning, forgetting all pru- 
dence, the countess exclaimed:. “General, a 
just God will demand the soul of my little 
governess at your hands!” Obedient to his 
schooling in rank, the German officer bowed 
low as he exclaimed: ‘Most noble countess, 
the good old German God makes no account- 
ing for girls and women.” 

Later: the old butler and the countess 
wrapped the dead governess in a sheet, car- 
ried her out into the garden and buried her. 
Whether or mot they know it, the women 
of Germany are living in a form of serfdom. 
Soon or late the women of Germany wil] 
rebel. If one believes the orders concerning 
the new degradation put upon the unmarried 
girls and the young widows whose husbands 
have just been killed, with reference to the 
filling of empty cradles, these women must 
revolt against a law that turns them into 
breeding machines. When at last the revoly- 
tion comes there will be a new Germany 
based upon the rights of women.

H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, candidate for 
the United States senate to succeed Senator 
Hardwick, while in Atlanta yesterday, said 
that upon seeing Senator Hardwick’s an- 
nouncement that he would return to Georgia 
and open his campaign for re-election July 
1, he at once renewed his challenge to Sen- 
ator Hardwick, and also to Congressman 
William Schley Howard, to meet him in joint 
debate. He said his challenge is for a series 
of joint discussions from the same plat- 
form, beginning July 1 and extending over 
the entire state, with two to four meetings 
im each congressional district. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Dean met 
Senator Hardwick several weeks ago at Car- 
roliton, and there challenged him to a 
debate, not only at Carrollton, but through- 
out the state; but Senator Hardwick declined 
to enter into a joint discussion that day, but 
agreed to do so at a later date. 

Upon returning to Washington Senator 
Hardwick replied formally to Mr. Dean's 
written challenge, agreeing to a joint dis- 
cussion provided Mr. Dean announced defi- 
nitely and positively as a candidate for the 
senate, and requesting Mr. Dean to com- 
municate with Mr. Howard, Mr. Dean having 
stated his preference for a joint discussion 
with both Hardwick ‘and Howard, rather 
than with one of them alone. 

Mr. Dean then took the matter up with 
Howard, challenging him either to a joint 
debate or one including himself, Dean and 
Hardwick. Mr. Dean says that Howard de- 
clined the proposal for a separate discussion, 
but agreed to a joint debate when Hardwick 
should return to Georgia. 

Mr. Dean says that he has now written 
to both Hardwick and Howard, calling at- 
tention to the prior agreements, and naming

“I am a soldier. I shall obey any orders 
given me.” 

Who expected General Leonard Wood to 
say more, or less? 

General Wood is so well known in Geor- 
gia—he is so well known and loved in the 
south—that I feel it is not out of place to 
make this reference to him here 

Despite any political activities that he 
may or may not have been guilty of, as 
charged; despite the close friendship that 
may exist between himself and former Pres- 
ident Roosevelt—and that ts his privilege— 
the fact remains that General Wood is today 
the most popular man in the American army 
—and popular not only with the civilians of 
the country, but with the men in uniform. 

It is mot true that the democratic admin- 
istration is endeavoring to punish General 
Wood. I talked to a number of officials in 
Washington on this subject: and I know 
it is not true. 

The demands of war are varied. It takes 
the best in many fields of activity. Every 
able commanding officer wants to see active 
service now; but that is not practicable. 
The shaping of the armies: the training of 
the recruits; the establishment of military 
efficiency on this side of the water, are per- 
haps the most important of the war activ- 
ities today in preparation for the future 
battles over there. 

General Wood is regarded by the war de- 
Partment as one of the greatest military in- 
structors in the American army. He com- 
mands a wonderful discipline. He is capable 
of evolving soldiers out of the rawest of 
Civilians in the quickest and most exemplary 
manner. And that is why General Wood is 
not leading his former command in Europe 
now. 

General March is.one of the most capable 
of the American commanders. He told me 
in Washington that he begged for active 
foreign service. He was sent to the wa: 
zone. He was brought back, against his 
personal wishes, to become the'chief of staff 
in Washington. He obeyed because he is a 
soldier. 

And thus, says General Wood— 

“IT am a soldier: I will obey orders.”

HOW NOT TO BECOME AN OLD MAID. 

Dangerous gubject. Let it be clearly 
understood we are calling no names. 

An unmarried woman of thirty to sixty 
years of age may be an old maid or not, 
according to her education. If she has had a 
good education she will never be an old 
maid.

To the novelists, the 
writers of fiction, and the tellers of romance 
and lies. Thus we get “in wrong” about 
human life. We grow up ignorant. We 
marry, still ignorant. We attempt to raise 
children and because of our ignorance we 
kill off about one in every five of the chi)- 
dren. Which is not nearry so bad as the 
record of our grandparents. They killed off 
about one in every three of their children. 
Nowadays we are really beginning to be a 
little ashamed of our ignorance of human 
life. ,

will blush if you are so brutal in your use 
of the English tongue ag to call legs legs 
instead of ref@rring to them as limbs.

STAR OLYMPIC MAN 


WORKING AT CAMP 


Archie Hahn, Holder of a 
Number of World Athletic 
Records in Olympic Games, 
to Assume Charge of the 
Gordon Sports. 


All America has been thrilled year 
after year before the beginning of the 
present war by the wonderful records 
that have been made at the Olympic 
games, the greatest athletic struggles 
in the world, by representatives of this 
country. 

It will, therefore, be a matter of 
state-wide, as well as a nation-wide, 
interest when the announcement that 
Archie Hahn, the star member of the 
American team for two years, is now 
at Camp Gordon with the Y, M. C. A.

New Orleans, ay 29.—Temperatures con- 
tinued somewhat above the seasonal aver- 
age over northern and near normal over 
the southern portion of the cotton region, 
with the maximum generally near or ove 
90 degrees in interior sections.

Synopsis of Weather and Crop Conditions in 
Geor for the Week Ending 

The past week was quite warm and dry, 
was favorable in almost every respect for 
agricultural operations, and caused con- 
siderable improvement in crop conditions 
generally, It is true that crops in many 
sections are still erase. but it is thought 
that another week of fair weather will en- 
able this difficulty to be largely overcome. 
Cotton shows marked improvement; in the 
southern counties it is forming squares, 
while in the northern division late planted 
has generally come up well, and chopping 
has made good headway. Lice and weevils 
are doing some damage in places in the 
south. Corn is generally in good condition; 
planting lowlands is nearing completion, and 
cultivation is general; in the extreme south 
corn is coming into silk and tassel and is 
being laid by. Cutting oats continues; the 
harvest of winter wheat will begin in 
the northern division in about ten days, 
with excellent prospects. Sweet potato slips 
are still being transplanted. Minor crops, 
peanuts, cane, sorghum, rice and toBacco 
are improving; watermelons are doing well 
and a large crop is indicated. Gardens and 
truck crops are in go0o0d oondition, but 
would be benefited by showers; pastures 
also would be improved by rain. The ship- 
ment of early varieties of peaches reached 
a maximum during the week and will now 
decline. Farm work is still backward in 
places, but conditions in this respect are 
gradually improving.

bureau proved quite as favorable as exe 
pected and was followed by moderate 
reactions and one of the private condi- 
tion reports also promoted red@lizing 
during the middle of the day. ffer- 
ings were absorbed on comparatively 
slight setbacks, however, and the high- 
est prices were reached in the late 
trading with October gelling at 24.60 
and December at 24.30, and with the 
active months poperany ‘showing net 
gains of 72 to 82 points. 

The close was a shade off from the 
best on néw crop positions as a result 
of realizing.

HEAVY SHORT COVERING 
CAUSED COTTON ADVANCE. 


New Orleans, May 29.—Heavy short 
covering caused a wide advance in cot- 
ton today with a wild flurry of buying 
during the noon hour, following the 
announcement of the failure of Gourdin, 
The replacing of contracts 
made with this firm caused a bulge 
of two dollars a bale within a few min- 
utes time and moderately heavy buy- 
ing for an hour after. At the highest 
of the day prices were 70 to 86 points 
over yesterday’s close; last prices show- 
ed net gains of 66 to 81 points. 

The market opened at the decline 
and lost 12 to 17 points around the first 
call on the favorable weather map. A 
demand for covers from shorts sset in 
and the buying quickly became heavy 
enough to wipe out the early loss and 
support the market at the advance. 
Prior to the time of the announce- 
ment of the failure the market at its 
best was about 30 points up. 

The failure was the first in several 
years in this market and wag wholly 
unexpected. It was apparently the re- 
swit of th ereoent reactions from the 
decline. That the commitments of the 
firm were not heavy was generally un- 
derstood because of the quick replacing 
of contracts without any prolonged rise. 
The market was steady in the close 
and not very active. 

The advances of the day were made 
in the face of the very favorable 
weekly crop and weather report from 
the government and a private bureau 
crop report showing @ condition of 82 
per cent of the normal and an increase 
in acreage of 4 per cent, pointing to a 
crop of 14,400,000 bales, not ineludine 
linterTs.

WEATHER REPORT IS_ | 
FAVORABLE TO CROPS 


Washington, May 29.—Further im- 
provement in cotton throughout’ the 
south, due to favorable weather which 
has helped cultivation, is noted in the 
national weather and crop bulletin, is- 
sued today for the week ending yester- 
day. Some delay has beén caused in 
Georgia, however, due to scarcity. of 
labor. 

“The continued warm weather, ab- 
sence of precipitation and abundant 
sunshine of the week just closed made 
ideal. conditions for chopping out and 
cultivation throughout the cotton belt,” 
says the builetin. “The temperature of 
the week averaged from 2 to 6 per cent 
above the tiormal, and, except for a 
few local showers in the central and 
east portions, no rain occurred. 

“Cotton is improving in Texas and 
planting and replanting have been com- 
pleted in that state except in the north- 
west. The crop is normally advanced 
in the southern and central portions of 
on but continues late in other sec- 
ions. 

“In Oklahoma cotton is well culti- 
vated and is making good progress, 
except where too dry in the western 
portion. Improvement is also noted in 
Arkansas, where the crop is nearly all 
up and in good condition. 

“In the ulf states from Louisiana 
eastward chopping and cultivation made 
good progress during the week except 


‘that some delay was caused by the

The yearly shift from old to new stock 
nears completion. Last week's carlot move- 
ment of the new crop surpassed that of old 
potatoes. Shipments of old onions were few 
and the apple movement is becoming light- 
er each week. Volume of new potatoes has 
increased about fast enough to replace 
easily the dwindling supply of old stock. 
New onions are moving ‘in liberal volume, 
but not so many as anticipated the first 
of the season. The light supplies of apples 


and oranges are being supplemented by new 


fruit shipping areas moving peaches and 
strawberries. The strawberry movement is 
now fully equal to that of the correspond- 
ing week last year. elons also are gain- 
ing in volume. The geheral range of prices 
was irregular. Active demand for potatoes, 
especially for new stock, improved the mar- 
kets considerably, but the onion markets con- 
tinued weak, ahd strawberries declined 
under heavy supplies In other lines the 
price ranges moved unevenly according to 
local conditions of supply and quality. 
New Potatoes Higher. 

Shipment of new potatoes increased ,to 
about 260 cars per day. The decline from 
Florida is being more than offset by gains 
from Texas, South Carolina, Louisiana and 

coining states. Prices tended upward at 
shipping points, cobblers reaching $4.75 per 
barrel, f. o. b. at South Carolina shipping 
points, and closing at the top, having ad- 
vanced $1.25 this week and #2 during the 
past two weeks.

Those who held the crowd and kept 
order said they did so with the full 
hope of keeping members of their own 
race from being lynched for doing 
Bridges violence, and with the full be- 
lief that justice would be done in the 
courts.
